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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To eliminate pollution caused by noise, vibration, etc., 
as well as 

make the delivery and handling of custom-made piles with small R 
convenient by 

a method in which custom-made piles are connected with one another 
and buried 

with bits at the same time as drilling is made. 

CONSTITUTION: The output shaft 12 of a rotary power source 9 is 
fitted on 

the other end of a custom-made pile 2, and a bit 19 is set to one end 
of the 

pile 2 . Water is supplied from a water swivel according to 
excavation 

resistances and the water is sent into the ground from the bit 
portion. The 

custom-made piles are connected accoding to the depth of the 
excavated pit, the 
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drilling is made to a given depth, and excavated soil is discharged 
by an auger 

provided in the surrounding. After the excavation is finished, 
concrete is 

placed under pressures from the water swivel and hardened in such a 
way as to 

bury the custom- made piles and the bit. By this, the construction 
of the 

piles is completed. 
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
